Letter Prom Louisiana. 

Tiogs, La July 3, 1908. 
Dear Kditor 

I thought that perhaps something 
from these part* would be interest- 
ing to some of your reader*. This 
being my first attempt you *hould 
noi expect much of me, but never- 
theless I shall endeavor to give a 
brief description of our little south- 
ern town 

This is a saw mill town six miles 
north of Alexandres, La., on Iron 
Mountian H H. Founded in 1*90 
by Mr. J. M. Nagent a noted saw- 
mill operator of this district, born 
and reared here io old Rapid* Parish 
and a purely self made man, rose to 
prominence by strict attention to 
business. Mr Nagent accumulated 
quite a little fortune and was recent- 
ly elected the State Senate from this 
district on the demociatic ticket, hut 
died iirectly afterward and did not 
serve in his office, the next operators 
connected with the *aw mill here 
was the J. Lewis Lumber Co . A. 
Lewis manager and in succession the 
Tioga Lumber Co., succeeded in 
1H00 by the present owner* the Lee 
Lumber Co. 

Mr O. H. Cooper local manager 
for this plant, has been burned out 
twice, the first burn was in 1895 
and was a total burn out, the sec- 
ond was io mot! aod it was only a 
partial burn out which has been re. 
placed with a better plant than the 
old ouc, the difference is as follows 
the old plant was equipped with cir- 
cular and pooy mill and the present 
plant s* aquipped with circular and 
band saw*. 

We have a good electric light 
plant and the mill and town are sup- 
plied with water through pipes lead- 
ing from a drilled well on the hill 
above ihe town. We have two 
churches. Baptist and Methodiat also 
a good school building. • Free Mason 
hall, Woodmen hall and society is 
above the average for a saw mill 
town. 

The financial crash which fell up- 
on the country last year of course 
retarded busioess somewhat here as 
well as elsewhere, but after putting 
every thing on an average as regards 
demand and supply, I presume the 
Lee Lumber Co has treated its im- 
ployee* quite fair or as much *o as 
reasonably lay in their power to do. 
Owiog to such bigh water in Bed 
river crops have be n cu* very short, 
but some of the cotton fields would 
look rather long to wo Kentucky 
people 

To my suprise on my way down 
here, 1 saw at Oils, La,, L C. 
Nunn, an old Crittenden couotv boy, 
who is cashier of the Oils National 
Bank. 1 do not know ot only two 
of the old Crittenden county boys in 
La. but I am proud to say they are 
both to the front. 

Well Mr. Jenkins if this is worthy 
of notice 1 shall try again some time 
and want to “ay the old paper «een>* 
dearer to me than ever before, it is 
always a warm friend. 

I waul te say before I close, that 
yesterday a large crowd of wc young 
people went on a fishing spree had 
real good luck and gathered a plenty 
of magnolia blossoms and what we 
term as tbe chiger in Kentucky is 
known aa the red bug here, and they 
are busy to- day. 

Hoping tbit will find all tbe 
readers pf the Record- Fress in good 
health.

Alva, Okla., June 24th, 1:108. — 
Kditor Record Press: I will try to 

write a few lines as 1 promised I 
would. 

I left Marion ou the 1 1th day of 
Feb. and landed in Alva the 13th, 
we went to Jesse Bruce's that night, 
the next morning we were surprised 
to find one cf the worst blizzards 
raging l ever felt, the wind was 
blowing and the snow was Hying to 
beat a pension, the snow drifted up 
in some places until it was two or 
three feet deep in some places while 
the ground was not covered in other 
places, the blizzard let up in the 
afternoon and what a time tho boys 
had catching jack rabbits that eve- 
ning and next day, the dog would 
get after them and they would run 
the snow where it was drifted and 
there they would catch them. The 
snow dul not last very long. 

On Sunday morning, the 1 *>th, we 
went five or six miles further south 
to one of Jesse s daughters, we pass- 
ed the place where Jesse first located 
in Oklahoma, he set some trees and 
it was astonishing to see bow 
trees had grown. There ia no tim- 
ber here in this part of Oklahoma 
except what the people has set out, 
it being set *>ut in rows it looks nice, 
they set any kind of tree they can 
get hold of here, 1 have seen the old 
| thorn tree set out, plowed hoed, the 
people think a lot of their trees here 
they oultivate them the same as they 
do their crops, they have fine or- 
chards in this portion of Oklahoma. 
On the 17th, of Feb. we came to 
Alva and rented a house of four 
rooms for ten dollar per month. 
Alva is a town with a population of 
5*HI0 inhabitant* and is a pretty 
town, Alva ha» the pretiest shade 
trees I ever saw, this city ha* four 
large school buildings, eleven church- 
es, the court house it in the center 
of the square and the square is two 
blocks east and west and one block 
north and south with concrete walks 
running diagonal from the eoraers to 
the court house, the jail is under the 
court house. All around this square 
are business houses, some good ones 
and some sorry ones, some little 
frames plenty of them is fine kindl- 
ing to burn the rest of them some 
day. the contractors are tearing out 
some of them and will build brick 
houses iu their places, the founda- 
tions of the new buildings will be 
.H> inches wide, the thought struck 
me that I would like to aee A. C. 
and Leslie Melton at work on such a 
wail just to »ee how many brick they 
would put down in a day, of course 
the mason* here don t get enough to 
justify them to rush, they get *5 
cents per hour and work eight hours 
a day. There is a sixteen foot con- 
crete walk tn front of the business 
houses all around the square, there 
five bank* in this city and also water 
work* and they are now putting in 
the sewer system, there is one flour- 
ing mill, one cement mill, three 
grain elevators, ice plant, laundry, 
creamerv cotton gin, furniture facto-

If Jefferson had not come back from 
France when he did U Is more than 
possible that the colonies would have 
sought the protection of England, and 
that would have resulted In a return 
of alb-glance to the British flag When 
the French revolution came It was 
hailed with approval by the beet of 
the Intellectual world. Including Ed- 
mund Burke. Charles James Fox, 
Thom.T# Jefferson and Thomas Paine.
